THE ELECTION SYMBOLS (RESERVATION ALLOTMENT ) ORDER , 1988 

AN ORDER 
to provide for specification , reservation , choice and allotment of symbols at elec 

tions in parliamentary and assembly constituencies , for the recognition of 
political parties in relation thereto and for matters connected therewi. h . 

S . O . 2959, – Whereas the superintendance , direction and control of all elections 
to Parliament and to the Legislature of every State are vested by the Constitution 
of India in the Election Commission of India : 

And , whereas , it is necessary and expedient to provide in the interests of purity 
of elections to the House of the People and the Legisladive Assembly of every 
State and in the interests of the conduct of such elections in a fair and efficient 
inanner , for the specification , reservation , choice and allotment of symbols, for the 
recognition of political parties in relation thereto and for matters connected 
therewith : 


Now therefore , in oxercise of the powers conferred by articlo 324 of the Cons 
titution . read with rule 5 and rule 10 of the Conduct of Election : Rules , 1961, and 
all other powers enabling it in this behalt , the Election Commission of India horoby 
makes the following Order 


1 . Short titlo , cxtent, application and common coment. -- ( 1 ) This Order may be 
called the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotmont) Order , 1968 , 
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( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India and applies in relation to elections in all 
parliamentary and assembly constituencies o her than 85sembly constltuencies in 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir . 

( 3 ) Ji shall conse into forck on the date of its publication in the Gazette of 
Indie vluch date is hereinafter seierred o as the commercement of thls Order . 

2 . Dosition uld dute: proiuiio . - ( 1 ) In this Order, unless the context other 
wise requires , -- 
( wi " clause " means a ciause of the paragraph or sub - ararapb in which 

the word occurs; 
(0 ) " Commission ” means the Election Commission of India constituted 

under article 324 of the Constitution ; 
( c ) " constituency " means a parliamentary constituency or an assembly 

constituency : 
( d ) " contes. ed election " means an election in a parliamentary or an assem 

bly constituency where a poll is taken ; 
( e ) " election " means an election to which this Order applies ; 
( f ) " general election " means any general election held after the commence 

ment of this Order for the purpose of constituting the House of the 
People or the Legislative Assembly of a State and includes a general 
election whereby the House of the People or the Legislative Assembly 
or a State in existence and func loning at such commencement, has 

been constituted ; 
( 8 ) " paragraph " means a paragraph of this Order; 
( h ) " political party means an association or body of individual citizens of 

India registered with the Commission as a political party under pare 
graph 3 and includes a political pariy deemed to be registered with 
the Commission under the proviso to sub - paragraph ( 2 ) of that 

paragraph ; 
(1) " State " includes a Union Territory ; 
(3 ) " sub - paragraph " means a sub -paragraph of the paragraph in which the 

word occurs ; and 
( k ) words and expressions used but not defined in this Order but defined 

in the Representa . ion of the People Act, 1950 , or the rules made 
thereunder or in the Representation of the People Act , 1951, or the 
rules made thereunder shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
tw them in those Acts and rules . 


( 2 ) The General Clauses Act, 1897 shall, as far as may be , apply in relation 
w the interpretation of this Order as it applies in relation to the interpretation of 
a Central Art 


3 . Registration with the Commission of associations and bodios As political 
parties for the purposes of this Order: - ( 1 ) Any association or body of individual 
citizens of India calling itself a political party and intending to avail itself of the 
provisions of this Order shall make an application to the Commission tor its 
registration as a political party for the purposes of this Order . 
( 2 ) Such application shall be made 
( a ) ir the association or body is to existence at the cornmencement of this 1 

Order, within sixty days next following such commencement; 
(b ) if the association or body is formed after the commenceinent at this 

Order , within sixty days next following the date of its formation ; 


Provided that no such application for registration shall be necessary on the 
part of any political party which immediately before the commencement of this 
Order is either a multi-State party ar a recognised party other than a multi - State 
party and every such party sball be deemed to be registered with the Commission 
as a political party for the purposes of this Order , 


(3 ) Every application under sub - paragraph ( 1 ) shall be signed by the chief 
executive officer of the association or body (whether such chief exequive officer i 
known as Secretary or by any other designation ) and elther presented to A 
Serwetery to Caramestom or want tot elab Soapetary by registered poot 
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( 4 ) Every such Application shall contain the following particulars, namely : 

( a ) the name of the 48sociation or body ; 
( b ) the State in which Is head office 18 situal 
( c ) the address to which letters and other commurications meant for it 

should be sent, 
( d ) the names of its president, secretary and all other office - bearers; 
( e ) the numerical strength of its members, and if there are categories of 

Its members , the numerical strength in each category ; 
( f ) whether it has any local units ; if so , at what levels ( such 86 , district 

level, thana or block level, village level, and the like ) ; 
(b ) the political principles on which it is based ; 
( h ) the policies , aims and objects it pursues or seeks to pursua; 
(1) Its programmes , functions and activities for the purpose of carrying 

out its political principles, policies, aims and objects ; 
(1) its relationship with the electors and the popular support It enjoys, and 

tangible proof, if any, of such relatiorship and support ; 
(k ) whether it is represented by any member or members in the House of 

the Poople or any State Legislative Assembly ; if so , the number of 

such member or members ; 
( 1) any other particulars which the association or body may like to 

mention . 
(5 ) The Commission may call for such other particulars as it may deem At 
from the Association or body. 

( 6 ) After considering all the particulars as aforesaid in its possession and any 
other necessary and relatint factors and after giving the representatives of the 
association or body reasonable onportunity of being heard , the Commission shall 
decide either to register the association or body as a political party for the pur 
poses of this Ordar , or not so o " egister it and the Commission shall communi 
cate its decis! on to the assorlation or body 

(7 ) The decision of the Cornmission shall he final. 

( 8 ) After an association or body has been registered as a political party as 
aforesaid , any change in its name, head office , office -bearers , address or political 
principles , policies, aims ard objects and any change in any other material matters 
shall be communicated to tie Commission wl hout delay .

Two całegories of recognised political parties . - - ( 1 ) If a political party is 
treated as a recognised political party in accordance with paragraph 6 in four 
or more States , it shall be known as, and shall have and enjoy the status of, a 
" National party " throughout the whole of India , and iľ a political pariy is treated 
As a recognised political party in accordance with that paragraph in less than four 
States , it shall be lencwn as . and shall have and enjoy the status of, a " State party 
in the State or States in which it is a recognised political party ,

8 . Choice of symbols by candidates of National and State parties and allotment 
thereof. - ( 1 ) A candidate set up by a National par . y at any election in any 
constituency in India shall choose, and shall be allotted , the symbol reserved for 
that party and no other symbol. 

( 21 A candidate set up by a State Party at an election in any constituency 
in a state in which such party Is a State party , shall choose , and shall be allotted 
ile symbol reserved for that party in that State and no other symbol, 

( 3 ) A reserved symbol shall not be chosen by , or allotted to , any candidate 
in any constituency than a candidate set up by a National party for whom 
uch symbol has been reserved or a candidate set up by a State party for whom 
yuch symbol has been reserved in the State in which it is a Stac party even if to 
candidate has been set up by such National or State Party In that constituercy . 

9 . Restriction on the allotment of symbols reserved for State parties in States 
where such parties are not recognised - - A symbol reserved for a State Party may 
be included in the list of free symbols in any State in which that party is not a 
State par y so , however , that such symbol shall not be allotted to any candidate 
set up by any other political party , recognised or unrecognised , at any electior 
in suich State but may be allotted subject to the provisions of paragraph 10 and 
paragraph 11 to any candidate not set up by any political party (hereinafter 
eferred to 4.8 " Independent candidate " ). 
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10 . Concuong to candidate set up by State Party at elections in other 
Stata . a candidate got up by a State party at an election in any constituency 
in a State which that party is not a state party , intends to choose or chooses 
the gyrobol reserved for it in the State or States in which it is a state party , then 
xuch candidate shall be allotted that symbol to the exclusion of any other condit 
date , and no other gymbol, on tulAldent of each of the following conditions , 
lamely : 
( 8 ) that an application is made to the Commission by the party for exclu 

sivo allotment of that symbol to the candidate set up by it not later 
than the third day after the publication in the Official Gazette of the 

notification calling the election ; 
( b ) if the block for the symbol 18 not already available , that there is aum 

çlent time for preparing the block ; 
( c ) that sufficient time is available to the Commission for sending intima 

tion to the returning officer of the constituency on or before the last 

date for withdrawal of candidature; 
( d ) that in the opinion of the Commission there is no reasonable ground for 

refusing the application for such allotment. 
11. Rostrictions on the choice and allotinent of symbols allotter under dara 
graph 10 . - Notwithstanding anything contained in any of the foregoing provisions 
where elections are held simultaneously in a parliamentary constituency and in 
lhe assembly constituencies Cuinprised in such parliamentary constituency , then 
( a ) If a symbol has been exclusively allotted under paragraph 10 to a can 

didate set up by a political party at the election in tlie parliamentary 
constituency , that symbol shall not be allotted to any candidate at 
any election in any of the said assembly constituencies unless such 

candidate is a candidate set up by that political party ; 
( b ) iſ a symbol has been exclusively allotted under paragraph 10 to a candi 

date set up by a political party at any election in any of the said 
assembly constituencies, that symbol shall not be allotted to any 
candidate at the election in the said parliamentary constituency 

unless such candidate is a candidate set up by that political party , 
12 . Choice of symbols by other candidates and allotment thereof, -- ( 1 ) Any 
candidate at an election in a constituency in a State other than 

( a ) a candidate set up by a National party ; or 
(b ) a candidate set by a political party which is a Sta e party in that State ; 

or 
(c ) @ candidate referred to in paragraph 10 ; 
shall choose and shall be allotted in accordance with the provisions hereafter set 
out in this paragraph , one of the symbols specified as frec synıbols for what State 
by notifcation under paragraph 17. 


( 2 ) Where any free symbol has been chosen by only one candidate at such 
election , the returning officer shall allot that symbol to that candida ard to no 
One else , 


( 3 ) Where the same free synibol has been chosen by several candidates at such 
Jlection , then 
( a ) if of those several candidates only one is a candidate set up by 912 

unrecognised political party , and all the rest are independent candi 
dates , the Returning Officer shall allot that free synibol to the candi 
date set up by the unrecognised political party and to no one else , 
and it of those several candidates two or inore are set up hy different 
unrecognised political parties and the rest are independent candi 
dates , the returning officer shall decide by lot to which of the two 
or more candidates set up by the different unrecogrind political 
parties that free symbol shall be allotter and allot hat free symbol 

to the candidate on whom the lot talls and to no one else ; 
( b ) if of those several caucidates no one is set up by any unrecognised 

political party but all are indeperdent candidates and one of the 
Independent candidates is , or was immediately before such election , 
a sitting mernber of the House of the People , or , as the case may be , 
of the Legislative Assembly , and was allotted that free syinbol at the 
previous election when he was chosen as such mezbor : the returning 
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Officer shall allot that frø symbol to that candidate and to no one 

else ; and 
(c ) it of those several candidater being all independent candidates to one 

to or was a sitting member ab aforesaid , the returning ofHcer shall 
decide by lot to which of those irdependent candidates that free 
symbol shall be allotted and allot that free symbol to the candidate 

on whom the lot talls and to no one else . 
13 . When a candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a politioal party - - For 
the purpcres of this Order a candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a political 
party if, and only if , - 
( a ) the candidate has made a declaration to that çffect in his nomination 

paper ; 
( b ) a notice in writing to that effect has , not later than 3 p . m . on the last 

day of withdrawal of candidatures , been delivered to the returning 

officer of the constituency; and 
( c ) the said notice is wigned by the president, the secretary or any other 

office-bearer of the party and the president, socretary or such other 
office -bearer is authorised by the party to send such notice and the 
name and specimen signature of the president, the secretary or such 
other office-bearer are communicated in advance to the returning 
officer of the constituency and to the Chief Electoral Omcer of the 
State . 


14 . Power of Commission to issue instructions to unrecognised political parties 
for their expeditious recognition on fulfilment of conditions specified in para 
graph 6 . - The Commission may issue for the beneft of unrecogntsed political 
parties such instructions as it may think necessary for their expeditious recogni 
tion when they have fulfilled either of the conditions for such recognition specifed 
in sub -paragraph ( 2 ) of paragraph 8 . 


15 . Power of Commission in relation to splinter groups or rival sections of a 
recognised political party - When the Commission is satisfied on information in 
Ita possession that there are rival sections or groups of a recognised political 
party each of whom claims to be that party , the Cominission may , after taking 
into account all the available facts and circumstances of the case and hearing 
such representatives of the sections of groups and other persons as desire to be 
heard , decide that one such rival section or group or none of such rival sections 
or groups is that recognised political party and the decision of the Commission 
shall be binding on all such rival sections or groups. 


16 . Power of Commission in case of amalgamation of two or more political 
parties . ( 1 ) When ?wo or more political parties , one or some or all of whom is 
a recognised political party or are recognised political parties, join together to form 
a new political paitv the Commission may, after taking into account all the 
tacts and circumstances of the casa. hearing such representatives of the newly 
formed party and other persons as desire to be heard and having regard to the 
provisions of this Order , decide - - 
( a ) whether such newly formed party should he a Nationgi party or a 

State party, and 
( b ) the symbol to be allotted to it . 
( 2 ) The decision of the Conmission under sub - paragraph ( 1 ) shall be binding 
on the newly formert political party and all the component units thereof. 


17 . Notlication containing listy of polical parties and symbols . - - ( 1 ) The 
Commission shall hy one or more notifications in the Gazette of India publish 
Usts specifying 

( a ) the National parties and the symbole respectively reserved for them ; 
( b ) the State parties , the State of States in which they are State parties 

and the symbols respectively served for them in such State or 

States ; 
( c ) the unrecognised political parties and the State or States in which they 

function ; and 
(u ) the tree symbols tor ench State . 


( 2 ) Every such list shall is far as possible . he kort up- to -date 
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18 . Power of Commission to issue instructions apd directions. The Commis 
sion . may issue instructions and directions 

( a ) for the clarifcation of any or the provisions of this Order ; 
( b ) for the reinote of any difficulty which may arise in relation to the 

Implementation of any such provisionis ; And 
C ) in relation to any matter with respect to the reservation and allotment 

of syimbols and recogaltion of political parties , for which this Order 
makes no provision or makes insufficient provision , and provision is 
in the opinion of the Commission necessary for the smooth and 

orderly conduct of elections . 
19. Cancellation of certain notifications -- Notification No. S . O . 3156 dated tho 
17th of October , 1966 , in so far as it relates to elections in parliamentary consti 
tuencies in the State of Jammu and Kashmir notification No . S . O . 3386 dated the 
1st December, 1966 , and Jotifcation No. 3483 dated the 26th September, 1987, 
issued by the Commission are hereby rescinded .
